Rule  59. 

All  applications  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  jmrview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature 
to  any  former  Act, — shall  requii-e  a Notice,  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
application  and,  where  the  application  refers  to  any 


proposed  work,  indicating  generally  the  location  of  the 
work,  and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants, 
such  notice  to  be  iiublished  as  follows : — 

In  the  Britlsii  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one  news- 
paper published  in  the  District  affected,  or  if  there  be 
no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper 
in  the  next  nearest  District  in  which  a newspaper  is 
published. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for  a 
period  of  at  lea.st  six  weeks,  during  the  interval  of 
time  between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  Session 
and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and  copies  of 
such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such 
notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  to  be  filed  amongst 
the  records  of  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

57.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be  received 
by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of  each  Session, 
nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented  to  the  House 
after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may 
any  Report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon 
a Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of 
each  Session,  and  no  Motion  for  the  suspension  or 
modification  of  this  Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the 
House  until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the 
Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  consideration  of 
Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House. 
And  if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as 
aforesaid  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the  time 
hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay  double 
the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  ivith  the  notices  published.  At  the 
time  of  depositing  the  Bill,  the  applicant  shall  also 
pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  a sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars.  If  a copy  of  the  Bill,  Petition  and  notices 
shall  not  have  been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight  days  before  the 
opening  of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not 
been  presented  within  the  first  ten  daj^sof  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred 
dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one- 
half  of  the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned. 

60.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to  bring  in 
a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll  Bridge,  is 
received  by  the  House,  the  person  or  persons  intending 
to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall,  upon  giving  the  notice 
prescribed  by  rule  59,  also  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner,  give  notice  of  the  rates  which 
they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the  privilege,  the 
height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abut- 
ments or  piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and 
mentioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a draw^ 
bridge  or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

61.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation  shall 
be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference  the  clauses 
of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  pro- 
vided for  by  such  Bills Special  grounds  shall  be 
established  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  provisions 
as  to  such  details,  and  a note  shall  be  appended  to  the 
Bill  indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
General  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills 
which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule 
shall  be  re-cast  by  the  promoters  and  re-printed  at 
their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses.

Extracts  from  Rules  of  the  Senate  and  House 
OF  Commons,  relating  to  Private  Bills. 


All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a notice 
over  the  signature  and  address  of  the  applicants 
or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly  specify- 
ing the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  published 
by  advertisement  as  follows,  viz. : — In  the  Canada 
Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  County, 
District,  Union  of  Counties  or  Territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  District  or  Territory  in  which  a neivs- 
paper  is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All 
notices  shall  be  continued  for  a period  of  at  least  two 
months  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close 
of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition.  Marked  copies  of  (all)  the  newspapers, 
endorsed  “ Application  for  Private  Bills,”  containing 
the  first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent 
to  the  Clerk  of  each  House. 

In  the  case  of  an  application  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll  bridge  the  notice  shall  also  state  the  proposed 
rates  of  toll,  the  nature  of  the  structure,  the  height 
of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments  or 


piers,  etc. 

A copy  of  the  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  House  in  which  the  Bill  is  to  originate  at  least 
eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  Parliament,  with  a 
sum  sufficient  to  pay  for  translating  and  printing  the 
same  ; and  a further  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  and 
the  cost  of  printing  the  Act  with  the  Statutes  will  be 
levied  immediately  after  the  second  reading  of  the 
Bill. 

Petitions  for  Private  Bills  must  be  presented  to  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  wdthin  the  first  three 


weeks  of  the  session.

Private  Bills  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  sucli  Bills. 

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts 
incorporating  railway  companies,  shall  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by  the  House, 
copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 
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Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets,  and  when  revised  by  tlie  2>n)per 
officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  e.xisting  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended 
shall  be  reprinted  in  fall,  witli  the  ainendinents  in- 
serted in  their  proper  places  and  between  brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance 
with  these  rules  shall  be  returned  to  tlie  jiroinoters  to 
be  re-cast  before  being  revised  and  printed. 

Exceptional  provisicjiis  shall  be  clearly  specilled  in 
the  notice  of  application. 

A certiliod  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any 
proposed  line  of  railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or 
authorised  work  of  a similar  character  within,  or  in 
any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the 
amount  of  capital  proposed  to  be  raised  for  the  under- 
taking, and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  projjosed  toi'aise 
the  same,  shall  be  tiled  with  the  Railway  Committee  at 
least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill.

2.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  all  Committees  on 
Private  Bills,  in  the  ev'ent  of  promoters  not  being 
ready  to  proceed  with  their  measures  when  the  same 
have  been  twice  called  on  two  separate  occasions  for 
consideration  by  the  Committee,  that  such  measure 
shall  be  reported  back  to  the  House  forthwith, 
together  with  a statement  of  the  facts  and  with  the 
recommendation  that  such  Bills  be  withdrawn.

TEMPORARY  LOAN  BY-LAW,  1901. 

-'i  Jiiy-ldw  to  vnuhle  the  Corporation  of  the  Cltij  of 
]S'(ar  Vcstininster  to  borrow  the  sum  of 
in  antiripation  of  its  Jterenae  for  the  Year  1901. 

WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  to  borrow  a sum  of 
money,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  i?65,998,  to 
meet  the  legal  current  expenditure  of  the  CorporaHon 
which  becomes  payable  out  of  the  annual  revenue 
before  the  revenue  for  the  year  becomes  payable  by 
the  taxpayers: 

And  whereas  the  total  amount  of  taxes  upon  land  or 
real  property,  as  shown  by  the  revised  assessment  roll 
of  the  Municipality  for  the  year  1900,  was  the  sum  of 
§79,198.32: 

Now,  therefore,  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  City  of  New  Westminster  enacts  as 
follows  :— 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Corporation,  by 
the  Mayor  and  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Council 
thereof,  to  borrow  from  any  person  or  persons,  firm  or 
firms,  corporation  or  corpoi-ations  who  may  be  willing  to 
advance  the  same  the  sum  of  §65,998  in  such  amounts, 
and  at  such  times,  but  subject  as  hereinafter  provided, 
as  the  same  may,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Mayor  and 
Finance  Committee,  be  required  to  meet  the  said  legal 
current  expenditure,  and  the  money  so  borrowed  shall 
bear  interest  at  a rate  not  exceeding  five  per  centum 
per  annum. 

2.  The  moneys  so  borrowed  shall  be  expended  in 
payment  of  the  legal  current  expenditure  of  the  said 
Corporation  for  the  year  1901,  and  shall,  together  with 
the  interest  thereon,  be  a liability  payable  out  of  the 
municipal  revenue  for  the  year  1901,  and  shall  be 
repayable  to  the  lender  or  lenders  thereof  on  or  before 
the  31st  day  of  December,  1901,  out  of  the  said 
revenue. 

3.  The  form  of  the  obligation  to  be  given  as  an 
acknowledgment  of  the  said  liability  shall  be  a prom- 
issory note,  and  a promissory  note  or  promissory  notes 
for  the  moneys  authorised  by  tliis  by-law  to  be  borrowed 
shall  be  given  to  the  lender  or  lenders  thereof  for  the 
advance  or  advances  made,  as  the  same  may  be  re- 
quired, and  such  note  or  notes  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Mayor  and  the  said  Finance  Committee,  and  the 
Clerk  of  the  Corporation,  and  shall  bear  the  Corpora- 
tion Seal,  and  shall  be  so  drawn  as  to  be  payable  on 
or  before  the  31st  day  of  December,  1901,  and  on 
the  back  of  such  note  or  notes  it  shall  be  stated  that 
the  liability  incurred  thereby  is  a liability  payable  out 
of  the  municipal  revenue  for  the  year  1901. 

4.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “ Temporary 
Loan  By-law,  1901.”

SURREY  BY-LAWS. 

SURREY  HIGHWAY  BY-LAW  1900. 

A Ity-Law  to  establish  and  ilefne  certain  llif/ha-ai/s 
a-ithin.  the  lAmits  of  the  Coiporation  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Sarrey. 

WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  to  establish  and  define 
certain  roads  and  highways  in  tlie  District  of 
Surrey,  the  Reeve  and  Councillors  of  the  Corporation 
of  the  Towmship  or  District  of  Surrey  in  Council 
assembled  hereby  enact  as  follows: 

1.  From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  By-Law  the 
following  new  roads  or  highways  are  hereby  established 


within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
Township  or  District  of  Surrey: 

(a.)  A new  road  or  highway  to  be  known  as  the  Liv- 
erpool road,  commencing  at  a post  set  on  the  north 
boundary  of  the  Yale  road,  about  15  chains  south- 
easterly from  the  centre  line  of  the  Scott  road;  thence 
north  15  degrees,  west  7 chains  and  74  links  to  a post 
at  the  south-west  corner  of  section  17,  block  5 north, 
range  2 west;  thence  north  (true)  39  chains  and  62 
links  to  the  centre  of  a road  allowance  on  the  north 
boundary  of  section  17;  thence  east  (true)  28  chains 
and  45  links  to  a post  set  for  the  centre  line  to  a road 
allowance  on  the  west  boundary  of  the  sub-divided 
portion  of  sections  8 and  5,  block  5 north,  range  2 
west;  thence  north  (true)  50  chains  and  75  links  to 
the  shore  of  the  Fraser  river;  the  width  of  such  new 
road  to  conform  in  all  cases  to  the  widths  of  the  regis- 
tered road  reservations  as  shown  on  the  plans  of  sub- 
divisions in  the  Land  Registry  office  at  New  Westmin- 
ster; and  where  no  such  reservations  and  registrations 
exist  such  road  to  be  66  feet  in  width,  33  feet  on  each 
side  of  the  line  as  above  described. 

{h.)  Anew  road  or  highway,  to  be  known  as  the 
Brown  road,  commencing  at  a point  on  the  Kirkland 
road  between  the  east  half  and  the  west  half  of  section 
8 and  running  south  14  chains  to  a post  marked  “B 
6”  and  “B  5”;  thence  south-easterly  23  to  a post 
marked  number  2;  thence  in  a southerly  direction  25 
chains  and  50  links  to  a post  marked  number  3.  Said 
Brown  road  to  be  33  feet  wide,  16  feet  and  6 inches 
each  side  of  the  line,  as  above  described. 

(c. ) A new  road  or  highway  to  be  known  as  the 
McBride  road,  commencing  at  a post  marked  number 
1,  south  of  Loney’s  slough  on  the  McBride  road  and 
running  west  5 chains  and  50  links  to  Loney’s  line 
fence;  said  road  to  be  33  feet  wide,  16  feet  6 inches 
on  either  side  of  said  line;  thence  from  Loney’s  line 
fence  16  chains  50  links  westerly,  to  a post  marked 
number  2,  said  16  chains  50  links  of  said  road  to  be  30 
feet  wide,  15  feet  on  each  side  of  said  line. 

(d.)  A new  road  or  highway  to  be  known  as  the 
Cameron  road,  commencing  at  a post  at  the  north- 
east corner  of  the  north-east  quarter  of  Section  17, 
Township  8;  thence  following  the  half  section  line 
south  a distance  of  20  rods  to  the  Yale  Road,  said 
road  to  be  66  feet  wide,  33  feet  on  each  side  of  said 
line. 

(e. ) A new  road  or  highway  to  be  known  as  the 
Ghurchland  road,  commencing  at  the  Coast  meridian 
road  at  the  centre  line  of  Section  12,  Township  2 ; 
thence  due  west  on  the  half  section  line  a distance  of 
1 60  rods ; said  new  road  or  highway  to  be  25  feet  wide, 
12  feet  6 inches  on  each  side  of  said  line. 

2.  This  By-Law  may  be  known  and  cited  as  the 
“Surrey  Highway  By-Law,  1900.” 

Passed  the  Municipal  Council  this  29th  day  of  De- 
cember, 1900.

“LABOUR  REGULATION  ACT,  1900.” 


Uudei'  the  provisions  of  section  3 of  the  aforesaid  Act,  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council  has  been  pleased  to  appoint  all  Provincial  Constables  officers  for  the 
purposes  of  the  “ Labour  Regulation  Act,”  with  power  to  issue  certiiicates  as  set  forth  in 
Schedule  A thereto,  and  to  perform  all  other  the  duties  and  functions  prescribed  by  the  Act. 

For  the  guidance  of  Provincial  Constables,  the  following  instructions  hav'e  been  issued.

2Jfth  January,  1901. 

:o: 

I.  Particular  attention  is  called  to  sections  2 to  6,  inclusive,  of  the  said  Act,  which 
are  as  follows: — 

“2.  ‘Employer’  includes  any  body  of  persons,  corporate  or  unincorporate. 

“ ‘Workman’  includes  any  person  who  is  engaged  in  any  employment  to  which 
this  Act  applies,  whetlier  liy  way  of  manual  labour  or  otherwise,  and  whether  his 
agreement  is  oral  or  in  writing. 

“3.  This  Act  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  possessed  of  a certificate  in  the  form 
set  out  in  the  Schedule  A to  this  Act  annexed,  and  signed  by  the  Provincial  Secretary 
or  any  otticer  appointed  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  for  the  purposes  of  this 
Act.” 

“4.  In  case  of  any  Act,  passed  during  the  present  Session  or  hereafter  passed, 
giving,  granting,  or  confirming  to  any  person  or  body  corporate  the  right  of  erecting  a 
bridge,  making  or  operating  a railway,  tramway,  turnpike  road,  telegraph  or  telephone 
line,  the  construction  or  improvement  of  a harbour,  canal,  loch,  dam,  slide,  or  other  like 
work,  the  right  of  ferry,  the  right  of  carrying  on  any  trade,  business,  occupation,  or 
calling,  the  giving,  gi  anting,  or  confirming  to  such  person  or  body  corporate  any  prop- 
erty, rights,  or  privileges  whatsoevei',  or  for  the  amendment  to  a former  Act  of  a like 
nature  which  has  not  already  similar  provisions,  no  employer  shall  engage  or  employ, 
or  allow  to  be  engaged  or  employed,  in  connection  with  or  in  relation  to  any  of  the 
works,  rights,  trade,  business,  occupation,  or  property  given,  granted,  confirmed,  author- 
ised or  affected  by  the  Act,  any  wor-kman  who,  when  asked  to  do  so  by  a duly  author- 
ised officer,  shall  fail  to  himself  read,  in  a language  of  Europe,  this  Act.  In  the  event 
of  any  workman  being  so  engaged  or  employed,  the  employer  by  whom  the  same 
shall  be  engaged  or  employed  shall  be  liable,  upon  summary  conviction  before  any  two 
Justices  of  the  Peace,  or  functionary  having  the  power  of  two  Justices  of  the  Peace 
upon  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  one  or  more  ci’edible  witness  or  witnesses,  to  a penalty 
not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars,  nor  less  than  ten  dollars,  for  every  workman 
engaged  or  employed ; and  in  default  of  immediate  payment  of  the  penalty,  the  same 
may  be  levied  by  distress  and  the  sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  the  person,  and  in 
default  of  sufficient  distress  the  oftendei’  may  be  committed  to  anj^  gaol  or  place  of 

confinement  situate  within  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  the  committing  Justices  and 

there  imprisoned  for  any  term  not  exceeding  thirty  days;  and  in  the  event  of  any 
workman  being  engaged  or  employed  by  any  contractor  or  sub-contractor  contrary  to 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  then  any  such  contractor  or  sub-contractor  shall  be  liable 
on  summary  conviction  as  aforesaid,  to  a penalty  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars' 
nor  less  than  ten  dollars,  for  every  workman  engaged  or  employed ; and  in  case  of 
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default  in  immediate  payment  of  such  last-mentioned  penalty,  the  same  may  be  recov- 
ered by  distress  and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  the  offender;  and  in  default  of 
sufficient  distress,  the  offender  may  be  committed  to  any  gaol  or  place  of  confinement 
situate  within  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  the  convicting  Justices,  and  there  imprisoned 
for  any  term  not  exceeding  thirty  days ; and  any  member,  manager,  director,  officer, 
or  agent  of  a corporation  who  causes  or  procures  any  person  to  be  engaged  or 
employed  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  permits  or  connives  at  such  engage- 
ment or  employment,  shall  be  liable,  upon  summary  conviction  as  aforesaid,  to  the 
like  penalties  as  hereinbefore  in  this  section  provided,  recoverable  in  manner  secondly 
hereinbefore  mentioned. 

“5.  The  offender  shall  be  liable  to  separate  and  successive  penalties  for  each  and 
every  day  during  which  any  person  shall  be  employed. 

“6.  In  the  event  of  any  contravention  of  this  Act,  it  shall  lie  on  the  employer  to 
prove  that  the  person  was  not  engaged  or  employed  contraiy  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Act.” 

2.  In  order  to  secure  an  uniform  procedure  regarding  the  test  set  forth  in  said 
section  4,  the  following  instructions  are  issued: — 

(a.)  All  Provincial  Constables  shall  apply  to  all  persons  who,  as  they  believe,  are  not 
able  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  said  section,  and  through  a person 
of  the  same  nationality  able  to  speak  the  English  language,  and  shall  demand 
that  satisfactory  evidence  be  given  that  such  suspects  are  able  to  comply  with 
said  section: 

(b.)  It  shall,  for  the  time  being,  be  deemed  satisfactory  if  the  person  so  approached, 
together  with  the  person  so  interpreting,  shall  make  a statutory  declaration 
stating  that  the  said  suspect  has  read  this  Act  in  a language  of  Europe;  the 
copy  of  the  Act  so  read  shall  be  attached  as  an  exhibit  to  the  said  declaration, 
and  the  person  so  interpreting  shall,  in  his  declaration,  declare  that  the  suspect 
has  read  the  said  Act,  and  in  what  language  of  Europe: 

(c.)  The  said  declaration  shall  forthwith  be  forwarded  to  this  Department,  and 
upon  the  Provincial  Constable  being  notified  by  this  Department  that  the  evi- 
dence given  is  satisfactory,  he  shall  certify,  in  Form  “A”  in  the  Schedule  to 
the  said  Act,  that  the  pei'son  is  eligible  for  employment  under  the  said  Act. 

8.  If  any  person  so  approached  shall  be  unable  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
the  said  Act,  in  manner  before  mentioned,  the  Provincial  Constable  shall  institute  pro- 
ceedings as  set  forth  in  said  section  4,  and,  upon  a conviction  being  secured,  at  once 
notify  this  Department  with  a view  that  pro  -eedings  may  be  taken,  if  deemed  advis- 
able, under  section  9 of  the  said  Act. 

4.  Proceedings  shall  be  taken,  where  sufficient  evidence  can  be  secured,  against  all 
ao-ents  or  others  conniving  at  the  employment  of  persons  unable  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  the  said  Act,  as  set  out  in  said  section  4. 

5.  Any  person  who  shall,  in  the  presence  of  a Provincial  Constable,  read  the  said 
Act  in  the  English  language,  and  make  out,  sign,  and  read  in  the  same  language  the 
Form  set  out  in  Schedule  “B”  to  the  said  Act,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  exempt  from  the 
provisions  thereof,  and  any  Provincial  Constable  shall  thereupon  issue  to  such  person 
a certificate  in  Form  “A”  as  set  out  in  the  said  Schedule.
